An alert teller at the State Bank of 
■ Antioch, spotted an altered postal money or- 
der that local residents attempted to deposit 
in their bank account. 

When the money order was produced at the 
bank's drive-up window, the teller notified 
her supervisor and the Anlioch'Police Dept. 
arrived" on the scene and questioned the 
would-be depositors. 

According to Antioch Police Lt. Tom 
Fisher, the depositors are not being held or 
charged at the present time because the 
police have accepted their story that the 
money order was altered by another party 
who gave it to them "in payment of money 
owed them. — . 

The matter is presently under inv 
vest igat ion by United State: ; Postal 
Authorities. 

Fisher said that he had been toldby postal _ 
authorities that this" scam is spreading 
nalionwide. The forgery lakes place after 
the purchase of a one dollar money order 
which is altered to say $1Q1 or $201 etc.

Fillings are usually held in teeth by the shape of the cavity 
filled.
